The conference will 
promote a comprehensive discussion of issues that bear on the 
vulnerability of US intelligence to Soviet deception 
efforts. Cleared spec i al i sts--f rom both inside and outside 
the commun i ty--wi 1 1 examine potential techniques for 
intelligence deception, and the prospects for its occurrence 
during the foreseeable future. Sessions will focus 
predominately on the issues of major strategic and political 
deception rather than on the more widely understood 
concealment and denial measures, or tactical deception for 
use during armed conflict.
